Ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of 
“Who’s  Who”,  only  upperclassmen 
who  have  shown  outstanding  quali- 
ties of  leadership  and  scholarship 
are  eligible.

The  successful  candi- 
dates are:  Daniel  H.  Bathon,  ASN 
Treasurer,  and  Fresident  of  the 
senior  class;  Paul  R.  Connolly,  Jr., 
President  of  ASN,  and  of  the  Bell- 
armine  Debating  Society;  Edwin  T. 
Steffy,  Jr.,  ASN,  Chairman  of  the 
International  Relations  Club;  W. 
Barkley  Fritz,  ASN  Secretary,  and 
Copy  Editor  of  The  Greyhound. 

Henry  V.  Chase,  ASN  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Joseph  G.  Kuhn,  Jr.,  Ever- 
green Yearbook  Editor  and  Grey- 
hound News  Editor;  Edward  J. 
Pazourek,  Athletic  Association 
President;  Richard  Molloy,  Mathe- 
matics Club  President;  Robert  J. 
McElroy,  Student  Council  Presi- 
dent; and  Merton  J.  Manzer,  senior 
class  Vice-President  complete  the 
list. 

These  names  will  be  submitted 
to  the  editors  of  “Who’s  Who”  as 
being  representative  men  of  Loyola, 
chosen  impartially  and  conscien- 
tiously, with  paramount  considera- 
tion for  scholarship,  leadership 
and  service  at  Loycia.  At  present, 
“Who’s  Who”  is  the  only  means  of 
national  recognition,  devoid  of  ini- 
tiation dues  and  fees,  for  honor 
students.  In  the  last  nine  years 
the  number  of  colleges  represented 
in  this  annual  has  increased  from 
250  to  650.  This  year  it  lists  prac- 
tically every  recognized  college  and 
university  in  the  nation.

Whatever  may  be  the  glories  of 
war,  however  great  the  victory 
may  be,  the  price  of  human  life 
must  always  be  paid.  In  the  first 
twenty-one  months  of  the  war,  five 
Loyola  Alumni  have  paid  their 
share  of  that  price.  All  were  class- 
mates of  the  present  student  body. 
And  again  it  seems  that  the  best 
have  gone  first. 

Harry  L.  Rogers  was  the  first  to 
go.  A graduate  of  Boys  Latin  High 
School,  he  was  a member  of  the 
class  of  ’43  of  the  college  where 
he  proved  himself  a capable  ath- 
lete and  sports  fan.  He  took  a 
prominent  part  in  college  social 
life  and  gained  many  friends.  Long 
before  Pearl  Harbor,  he  left  to  join 
the  Army  Air  Forces.  He  died  in 
a training  accident  on  July  4,  1941. 

First  To  Die  In  Action 
Frank  S.  Brown  was  the  first  to 
be  killed  in  action.  He  graduated 
from  Loyola  in  1940,  where  he 
made  sincere  and  lasting  friend- 
ships. Shortly  alter  he  joined  the 
Naval  Air  Force.  On  April  19,

Alumni  Battle 
Axis  Bandits 
On  All  Fronts

When  The  Greyhound  pub- 
lished its  last  service  roster  on 
March  2G,  the  list  numbered  607 
men.  Now,  only  six  months 
later,  the  list  has  added  another 
103  Loyalnmni  in  uniform.  710 
alumni  notv  represent  their 
alma  mater  on  the  various 
battlefronts  of  the  war. 

One  surrendered  with  Wainwright 
in  the  Philippines,  another  was  at 
Pearl  Harbor  on  December  7,  still 
another  was  aboard  the  aircraft 
carrier  Lexington  when  she  was 
sunk  in  the  Pacific.  Many  more 
await  the  invasion  command  in 
Ireland,  England  and  North  Africa. 
Five  have  been  killed ; one  is  miss- 
ing in  action. 

If  the  worth  of  a college  educa- 
tion is  shown  by  the  success  of 
her  alumni  in  later  life,  then  Loy- 
ola has  an  accurate  measure  of 
how  a college  education  contributes 
to  advancement  in  the  armed  for- 
ces. Of  the  710  men  in  service, 
240  are  Second  Lieutenants  or  bet- 
ter. This  represents  34  per  cent 
of  the  total  list,  and  is  six  times 
the  ratio  of  officers  to  enlisted  men 
in  the  regular  army. 

The  officers  are  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Lieutenants  (Army  and 

Navy),  148;  Ensigns,  74;  Captains, 
13;  Lieutenant  Commanders,  3; 
Majors,  2;  Lieutenant  Colonels,  1; 
Colonels,  2. 

The  list  of  men  in  active  service, 
as  opposed  to  those  awaiting  call 
under  Naval  ,and  Army  reserve 
plans,  was  increased  on  July  1.  At 
that  time,  fifty  sophomores  and 
juniors  left  college  to  attend  Navy- 
operated  Mount  Saint  Mary’s  and 
Villanova  under  the  V-l  plan. 
At  the  present  time,  besides  some 
V-5  and  V-12  candidates  in  the 
lower  classes,  the  senior  V-7  reser- 
vists are  the  only  group  still  in 
college.

The 
basis  for  gaining  membership  win 
be  that  the  aspirant's  name  shall 
have  appeared  in  at  least  one  is- 
sue’s masthead. 
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APPEAL 

In  the  last  issue  a complete  review  of  Loyola’s  part  in  tlie 
war  effort  was  outlined.  In  examining  this  program,  one  hesi- 
tates to  deem  the  semester  now  drawing  to  a close  as  successful. 
The  war  bonds  sales  have  dropped  off  to  a whisper;  a few  mem- 
bers of  The  Greyhound  staff  have  donated  blood;  the  subscrip- 
tions to  the  scholarship  fund  have  become  few  and  far  between. 
It  seems  that  the  usual  mid  year  inertia  lias  found  its  way  into 
the  student  body.  The  odd  note  is  that  this  usual  inertia  happens 
in  an  otherwise  unusual  year. 

The  Third  War  Loan  is  now  being  conducted  by  tlie  United 
States  Treasury  Department.  It  is  not  important  that  tlie  bonds 
he  purchased  at  Loyola.  It  is  important,  however,  that  the  home 
front  buy  more  bonds.  The  students  can  assist  by  tlie  regular 
purchase  of  stamps  which  will  go  on  sale  in  a concentrated  drive 
today.  As  tlie  first  means  of  renewing  your  pledge  to  men  on 
the  fighting  fronts,  buy  Bonds! 

Tlie  second  step  lias  been  the  object  of  a considerable  amount 
of  publicity.  Everyone  avIio  can  possibly  do  so  should  visit  the 
Red  Cross  Headquarters  in  downtown  Baltimore  to  donate  a 
pint  of  blood.  There  is  no  reason  to  point  out  the  need,  and  it 
is  equally  pointless  to  tell  of  the  painless  process  used.  As  the 
second  means  of  supporting  our  men  in  service,  donate  a pint 
of^blood  to  the  Red  Cross! 

j Ror  some  months,  The  Greyhound  has  been  conducting  a fund 
r which  will  furnish  a scholarship  to  some  high  school  senior. 

/ The  scholarship  has  been  issued  on  the  strength  of  the  early  re- 
turns. Unfortunately,  tlie  returns  are  still  considerably  lower 
than  the  $800  goal  set  by  the  previous  staff.  The  present  staff 
is  certain  that  more  Loyola  alumni  and  friends  intend  contribu- 
ting to  the  fund.  They  realize  what  a Jesuit  education  means. 
They  know  that  the  country  needs  the  kind  of  man  developed  at 
Loyola.  It  is  just  a question  of  “getting  around  to  contribu- 
ting.” This  is  an  urgent  request  that  those  many  friends  and 
alumni  who  intend  contributing  do  so  now.

The  Reader’s  Right 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Greyhound, 

Sir : 

With  the  restrictions  on  sport  necessitated  by  the 
war,  Loyola  students  should  become  intramural  con- 
scious. Transportation  difficulties,  man-power  short- 
ages and  accelerated  scholastic  programs,  each  spell 
trouble  in  outlining  any  definite  sport  program.  These 
problems  have  been  solved  elsewhere,  and  they  must 
be  solved  here. 

The  present  situation  is  made  more  difficult  due 
to  the  present  system  of  having  separate  lunch  per- 
iods for  the  various  classes.  The  only  solution  is 
to  carry  on  the  intramural  activities  after  regular 
class  hours.  Since  the  science  courses  are  being 
stressed,  still  further  leeway  must  be  given  the  parti- 
cipants. Athletic  Director  “ Lefty ” Reitz  has  agreed 
to  the  scheduling  of  games  at  any  time:  convenient 
for  participating  teams.  Thus  the  dual  difficulty  of 
tivo  lunch  periods  and  numerous  laboratory  hours 
is  solved.  ... 

With  Navy  and  Army  officials  demanding  men  for 
service  who  are  physically  fit.  the  intramural  pro- 
gram  offers  an  opportunity  to  get  in  condition,  and 
at  the  same  time  enjoy  the  companionship  which 
athletics  offer.  There  should  be  no  need  for  the  in- 
tramural program  to  become  mandatory.  Every  man 
in  college  should  take  part  in  some  phase  of  it. 

I have  seen  the  sport  scene  unfold,  as  President 
of  the  Athletic  Association.  If  Loyola  sports  arc  to 
continue  after  the  war  as  successfully  as  they  did 
previous  to  Pearl  Harbor,  the  student  body  must  be 
determined  to  support  the  intramural  program  whole- 
heartedly.

Frank,  nor  take  any  credit  from 
him.  However,  I fail  to  see  where 
he’s  anything  to  get  hysterical 
about,  and  I can’t  see  why  many 
think  he  surpasses  some  of  the  other 
popular  singers  of  the  day.  Dick 
Haymes,  Ray  Eberle,  Perry  Gomo 
and  Jack  Leonard  are  all  equally  as 
good  as  Sinatra.  I truly  think  that 
Bob  Eberle  with  Jimmy  Dorsey’s 


orchestra  outclasses  Frank  quite  a 
bit.  As 'to  the  absurd  statements, 
frequently  made,  that  Sinatra  is  not 
only  another  Bing  Crosby,  but  is 
even  better  than  Bing,  I can  only 
say  this:  There’s  no  comparison 
between  the  two.  Bing  has  been 
right  up  on  top  for  quite  a few 
years,  and  has  very  capably  borne 
up  under  the  acid  test  of  time.  Until 
Sinatra  can  do  this,  he’ll  remain  on 
my  list  as  just  another  good  singer 
of  the  day. 


From  the  record  department  and 
for  you  lovers  of  that  “Hi  De  Ho” 
man.  Cab  Calloway,  Brunswick 
comes  forth  with  an  album  featur- 
ing some  oldies.  Among  them  are 
“Minnie  the  Moocher”,  “Bugle  Call 
Rag”,  and  “St.  James  Infirmary”. 
Cab  himself  is  the  featured  vocalist. 
The  hot  jazz  department  via  Decca 
offers  Andy  Kirk  featuring  Mary 
Lou  Williams  on  “Twinklin’’,  and 
Floyd  Smith  on  “Floyd’s  Guitar 
Blues”.  Decca  once  again  presents 
Count  Basie  on  “Blue  and  Senti- 
mental" and  “Doggin”.  The  great 
tenor  sax  of  the  late  Herschal  Evans 
is  featured  on  the  former.  Two 
other  oldies  still  holding  great 
appeal  on  Victor  are  “One  O’clock 
Jump”  and  “Bugle  Call  Rag”  played 
by  the  All  Star  Band.  Here  we  have 
a terrific  combination  of  soloists: 
Benny  Goodman,  T.  Dorsey,  Cole- 
man Hawkins,  Tex  Beneke,  Count 
Basie  and  Harry  James  to  mention 
a few.  Decca  digs  in  again  and 
comes  up  with  the  very  promising 
young  band  of  Jay  McShann  with 
the  “Jumpin’  Blues"  and  “Get  Me  on 
Your  Mind”.  Both  sides  feature  the 
leader  on  the  88.  One  of  the  few 
newer  releases  comes  out  on  Colum- 
bia. Harry  James  is  the  band,  and 
the  tunes,  “James  Session”  and  “I 
Heard  You  Cried  Last  Night”. 
Harry  performs  as  well  as  always 
on  the  former,  while  Helen  Forrest 
capably  handles  the  vocal  on  the 
latter.

The  Ministry  of  Fear , by  Graham 
Greene.  Arthur  Rove,  an  English-

From  the 
following  evening,  when  a stranger 
barges  into  Rowe’s  apartment,  un- 
til the  story  ends,  Rowe  becomes 
entangled  in  a plot  of  espionage 
and  intrigue  with  German  spies. 

Mr.  Greene  develops  this  plot  in 
ghoulish  fashion,  causing  the  read- 
er to  look  over  his  shoulder  to 
make  certain  that  no  one  is  be- 
hind him.  This  book  is  recom- 
mended for  the  mystery  story  ad- 
dict. 

Journey  Among  Warriors  by  Eva 
Curie.  Miss  Curie  undoubtedly 
possesses  a polished  and  smooth 
style  of  writing.  But  she  writes 
too  often  merely  to  accumulate 
words.  Many  chapters  of  her  lat- 
est work  are  only  rehashes  of  offi- 
cial communiques  told  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  reader  thinks  he 
is  going  to  learn  some  ultra-secre- 
tive information.  Miss  Curie’s 
book  is  primarily  an  elongation  of 
Wendell  Wilkie’s  One  World.

George  Washington  Carver  by 
Roekham  Holt.  If  there  are  per- 
sons in  the  United  States  who  will 
not  give  due  praise  to  the  Negro, 
especially  for  advances  in  science, 
they  are  recommended  to  read  this 
eulogy  of  Doctor  Carver.  This 
great  Negro  scientist  spent  his 
whole  life  serving  mankind,  both 
as  an  educator,  and  as  a research 
scientist.  His  most  famous  dis- 
coveries were  in  connection  with 
the  peanut  from  which  he  devel- 
oped such  chemicals  as  dyes  and 
nutritive  foods.  Furthermore,  Doc- 
tor Carver’s  great  work  as  an  edu- 
cator at  the  Tuskegee  Institute 
brought  him  into  nation-wide  prom- 
inence among  American  professors. 
In  the  field  of  learning,  Doctor 
Carver  was  well-known  as  an  agri- 
culture expert  and  a great  artist.

Besides  seven  hundred  graduates 
now  in  the  armed  services,  Loyola 
College  has  also  given  three  former 
teachers  as  chaplains. 

Rev.  Arthur  A.  North,  S.  J.,  left 
Loyola  for  the  Army  Air  Force 
Chaplain  School  on  February  18  of 
last  year.  In  his  years  at  Loyola, 
Fr.  North  gained  the  respect  and 
affection  of  the  entire  student  body. 
Under  his  direction  as  Student 
Counselor,  the  Student  Placement 
Bureau  was  inaugurated  in  1941. 
Latest  reports  place  Fr.  North  in 
New  Guinea.  He  has  been  raised 
to  the  rank  of  Captain. 

Although  Rev.  Richard  F.  Grady, 
S.  J.,  was  on  the  faculty  of  Scran- 
ton University  at  the  time  he  left 
for  the  Army  Chaplain  School  at 
Harvard  last  January,  Loyola  still 
claims  him  for  her  own.  Fr.  Grady 
was  at  Loyola  from  1939  to  1942. 
He  was  head  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment, and  Professor  of  Latin  and 
Religion. 

As  reported  in  the  August  13 
Greyhound,  Rev.  Thomas  P.  Ward, 
S.  J.,  Professor  of  History  and  Stu- 
dent Counselor  until  last  April,  has 
recently  completed  the  Naval  train- 
ing course  for  chaplains  at  William 
and  Mary.  He  is  now  stationed  at 
the  Naval  Air  Station,  Norfolk,  Va. 

All  the  above  are  well  remem- 
bered by  members  of  the  present 
student  body.  Their  excellent  work 
will  never  be  forgotten,  and  the  stu- 
dents they  taught  assure  their 
former  professors  of  their  best 
wishes  and  prayers  for  success. 


Two  Former  Students 
Held  Ax  is  Prisoners 

James  F.  McGee,  ex  ’40  and 
Francis  R.  Rittenhouse,  ex  ’43, 
former  students  of  Loyola  College, 
are  now  prisoners  of  war.  James 
McGee  was  captured  by  the  Japanese 
during  the  Philippine  Campaign  and 
is  being  held  there  as  prisoner.  Dur- 
ing his  stay  at  Loyola,  Jim  was  a 
constant  member  of  the  Sodality 
and  the  Sacred  Heart  League.  He 
left  in  his  last  year  to  enlist  in  the 
Army.  In  1940  he  was  the  manager 
of  both  the  baseball  and  the  basket- 
ball teams.  Active  in  all  intramural 
sports,  he  was  also  co-captain  of  the 
varsity  ice  hockey  team  in  his  senior 
year. 

Francis  Rittenhouse  was  taken 
prisoner  by  the  Italians  during  the 
early  stages  of  the  North  African 
battle.  During  his  only  year  here, 
that  of  freshman,  he  was  a member 
of  the  Sodality,  the  Holy  Name  So- 
ciety and  the  Dramatic  Club.  He 
also  played  on  the  varsity  lacrosse 
team,  and  on  an  intramural  basket- 
ball team.

Basketball  practice  for  the  1943- 
44  season  began  during  August 
under  Coach  Lefty  Reitz.  Practice 
is  being  held  on  the  outdoor  courts 
until  the  indoor  court  is  refinished. 
Thus  Lefty  is  getting  the  jump  on 
all  the  other  colleges  in  the  confer- 
ence. 

Only  two  of  these  basketeers  have 
worn  the  Green  and  Gray  in  previ- 
ous years.  Ed  McGarry  of  last 
year’s  varsity,  and  Dutch  Mobler  of 
the  ‘B’  squad  are  the  lone  holdovers 
of  former  teams.  There  is  only  a 
slight  possibility  that  Gene  O’Conor 
will  return  to  the  court  this  year. 
And  the  coming  graduations  play  a 
joint  role  with  the  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps  in  wrecking  havoc  on  the 
former  varsity. 

“Actual  serious  practice  will  not 
get  under  way  until  the  middle  of 
October,”  said  Coach  Lefty  Reitz. 
“The  primary  purpose  of  the  sum- 
-mer  session  is  to  pick  out  working 
material  from  the  freshman  ranks, 
and  to  give  them  instruction  and 
practice  in  the  basic  fundamentals 
of  the  game.”  Lefty  seems  quite 
satisfied  with  their  performance  al- 
though only  a few  have  ever  seen 
real  action  in  high  school  competi- 
tion. Jim  Lacy,  Bill  Schanberger, 
Bill  Davis,  Tom  Gisriel,  and  Sid 
Roche  have  all  left  outstanding 
records  at  Loyola  High  School  for 
their  scholastic  efforts. 


Lefty  Urges  Intramurals 


The  attitude  of  the  students  to- 
ward such  sports,  and  the  fact  the 
fellows  have  shown  little  interest, 
were  described  in  detail  by  Mr. 
Reitz.  He  brought  out  his  point 
by  showing  how  the  students  failed 
to  enter  the  intramural  softball 
league  held  last  month. 

“The  students  should  not  consider 
the  summer  course  as  if  they  were 
only  working.  I feel  that  at  least  a 
moderate  amount  of  participation 
and  cooperation  in  sports  should 
accompany  the  students’  studies. 
The  failure  of  the  softball  league 
was  one  of  the  main  reasons  why 
the  compulsory  track  meet  was 
held",  he  further  stated. 

Work  Does  Not  Interfere 
It  was  suggested  that  many  of 
the  fellows  are  working  after  school,, 
and  because  of  this  they  do  not  have 
the  time  to  participate  in  sports  at 
j the  college.  In  an  explosive  manner 
Lefty  came  out  with  an  answer 
which  can  easily  be  visualized: 
“That  shouldn’t  make  any  difference 
whatsoever.  Fellows  still  have 
plenty  of  time  during  free  periods 
to  play  intramural  sports.”

Since  many  of  the  students  did 
not  enter  the  first  meet  of  the  sea- 
son. Lefty  Reitz  announced  that  the 
second  contest  of  the  season  was 
obligatory  for  all  students,  except 
those  who  were  already  on  the  track 
team.  The  winners  of  the  various 
events  will  receive  medals.  Coach 
Reitz  was  pleased  with  the  showing, 
and  said  that  137  students  had  par- 
ticipated in  the  meet. 

Frank  Goldsmith  led  the  “pups” 
by  scoring  ten  points.  Sid  Roche, 
Bill  Thaler  and  Bill  Davis  were  just 
behind  him  with  eight  points  apiece. 
Jim  Murphy,  freshman,  Joe  Burton, 
junior,  and  Fred  MeCrumb,  Febru- 
ary freshman,  each  ran  up  five 
points  for  his  respective  class.

Office  Of  Dean 

The  following  regulations  are  hereby  published  governing 
scholastic  delinquency : 

1.  The  passing  grade  is  65%.  If  the  average  for  the  two  quar- 
ter marks  in  a subject  is  less  than  65%,  the  student  is  debarred 
from  the  semester  examination  in  that  subject  and  must  tutor 
1-0  hours  under  one  appointed  by  the  Dean.  The  examination  is 
then  taken  three  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the  new  semester. 

2.  A student  who  fails  a subject  in  the  semester  examination 
may  be  required  to  tutor  10  hours  in  that  subject.  He  is  per- 
mitted to  take  one  re-examination  three  weeks  after  the  begin- 
ning of  the  new  semester. 

3.  A student  who  is  debarred  and  who  after  tutoring  fails  the 
examination  is  marked  as  a failure  in  that  subject.  No  further 
examination  may  be  taken. 

4.  A student  who  was  not  debarred  but  who  failed  a subject  in 
semester  examinations,  may  take  one  re-examination.  Failing  in 
this,  no  further  examination  is  given. 

5.  In  the  following  cases  the  student  will  be  dismissed  from 
the  college: 

(a)  One  who  before  semester  examinations  has  3 or  more 

debarments. 

(b)  One  who  after  semester  examinations  and  re-examina- 
tion has  2 failures  on  his  record.

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McCarthy  Tells 
Tale  Of  Lions

Probably  out  of  the  hundreds  of 
people  who  every  day  use  the  Cal- 
vert Street  bridge  to  cross  Jones 
Falls,  less  than  50%  have  noticed 
the  two  stone  lions  which  adorn  the 
bridge  itself.  How  many  of  those 
who  have  noticed  these  two  statues 
are  aware  of  a striking  peculiarity? 
Stone  lions  with  tails  of  iron!  Need- 
less to  say,  there’s  a reason  for  this 
odd  combination. 

The  story  begins  in  Baltimore  in 
the  vintage  of  the  gay  90’s.  Its 
chief  character  is  one  Larry  Finni- 
gan,  a true  Irishman  with  an  in- 
tense dislike  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment. This  dislike  was  never 
stronger  than  when  he  was,  as  the 
saying  goes,  “in  his  cups.’’  To  him 
anything  which  even  remotely  sug- 
gested ‘crown’  was  an  object  for 
abuse. 

As  our  story  opens,  Mr.  Finnigan 
is  walking  along  Calvert  Street.  He 
has  fallen  off  the  wagon.  As  he 
crosses  Mt.  Royal  Avenue,  he  sud- 
denly becomes  aware  that  there, 
looming  large  before  him,  are  two 
stone  lions — symbols  of  British 
dominion. 

Suddenly  something  snaps  within 
him.  In  a frenzy  of  rage  he  searches 
the  street  for  a weapon.  Finally 
his  hand  closes  around  a steel  bar. 
The  attack  is  on. 

Blow  after  blow  is  aimed  at  the 
defenseless  statues.  Unperturbed 
they  stand  there,  heedless  of  their 
persecution.  Infuriated  still  more 
by  his  fruitless  labors,  Larry  shifts 
his  blows  from  backs  and  sides  to 
the  tails.  These,  shaken  by  the  ter- 
rific punishment,  crumble  and  break 
off. 

In  the  meantime,  a cheering  crowd 
has  assembled.  Also  present  are 
the  representatives  of  the  law.  Tri- 
umphantly Larry  faces  his  audience. 
At  this  instant  there  comes  to  his 
ears  the  sound  of  far  off  sirens 
heralding  the  approach  of  the  Black 
Maria!  The  rest  we  leave  to  your 
imagination. 

The  problem  which  now  faced  the 
Baltimore  officials  was  one  of  restor- 
ing these  sturdy  lions  to  their  origi- 
nal beauty.  They  found  that  to 
attach  stone  tails  would  be  very 
impractical.  Therefore,  with  true 
southern  ingenuity,  iron  ones  were 
formed  and  attached  to  the  tail-less 
lions. 

If  now,  someone  should,  as  did  the 
children  of  that  time,  shout  the 
question,  “Who  cut  the  tails  off  the 
lions?”  shout  back  with  the  confi- 
dence of  someone  who  knows  his 
lions— “LARRY  FINNIGAN.”

1942,  in  the  Pacific  area,  the  plans 
he  was  piloting  crashed  into  the 
sea. 

John  N.  Delahay  was  killed  in 
North  Africa  on  April  21  of  this 
year.  Recommended  for  Officer 
Candidate  School,  his  division  was 
ordered  overseas  before  he  could 
enter.  His  death  was  a severe  blow 
to  the  great  number  of  his  friends 
in  Baltimore,  especially  those  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Sts.  Philip  and 
James,  where  he  attended  grammar 
school.  At  Loyola  he  was  a grand 
athlete,  and  was  chosen  by  the 
Sun  for  its  All-Maryland  Football 
Team. 

Collins  In  Plane  Crash 

Walter  F.  Collins  ’44,  was  the 
third  to  die  in  the  month  of  April. 
“Rip”  was  an  alumnus  of  both  Loy- 
ola High  School  and  Loyola  College. 
His  popularity  bespeaks  itself  in 
his  achievements:  at  high  school 
he  was  president  of  his  class  and 
an  excellent  athlete.  At  college  he 
played  football  in  both  freshman 
and  sophomore  years.  He  was 
killed  in  a plane  crash  at  Corpus 
Christi,  Texas  on  April  27. 

Only  three  weeks  ago  word  came 
of  the  fifth  death,  that  of  James 
S.  Knell  of  the  class  of  ’43.  En- 
listing in  the  autumn  of  1942,  he 
was  sent  to  the  Great  Lakes  Naval 
Training  Station  where  he  qualified 
as  a Gunner  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 
He  was  reported  missing  in  action 
on  March  17,  but  confirmation  of 
death  was  delayed  until  August. 
His  father  was  the  famous  Dr.  Will- 
iam Andrew  Knell.  His  brother 
was  William  Knell.  40,  now  miss- 
ing in  action. 

The  toll  ends  here,  and  we  pray 
against  further  growth. 

But  they  died  heroes  all.  and 
Loyola  assures  their  relatives  of 
prayerful  remembrance.  Requiem 
masses  have  been  offered  at  Loyola 
for  their  courageous  souls.  They 
died  that  others  might  live. 
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
